dent Eisenhower has thrown 
the whole moral power of the United 
States against Israel's continued oc- 
cupation of any Egyptian territory. 

This pressure from the world’s 
most powerful sstate—backed by 
many other states throughout the 
world—will be difficult if not impos- 
sible for Israel to resist. 

But. the immediate effect of the 
President's policy is to split the West- 
ern—Alliance,.since nations. like Bri- 
tain, France and Canada are not 
prepared to coerce Israel, at least un- 
til it is given real guarantees of its 
safety, whic it deserves, Thus while 
the Arab world and its friends in 
Asia and Africa are preparing to de- 
mand sanctions against Israel, pre« 
sumably with American support, a, 
new world-crisis of first magnitude 
is rapidly blowing up 

If it defies the mandate of the 
United Nations Israel may be con- 
fronted with sanctions, even though 
such states as Canada would oppose 
them. Even if the economic sanctions 
did not work completely, as Canada 
expects, Israel’s political isolation 
would soon become intolerable. 

Mr. Eisenhower's speech this 
week represents not merely a moral 
lecture but a grave decision of Ameri- 
can foréign :policy. 

The President ex sym- 
pathy for Israel's dilemma, he notes 
the provocation which led to its at- 
tack on Egypt, he refuses to place 
Israel in the same category as Russia 
as an aggressor, 

Nevertheless, he says Israel was 
guilty of aggression, that it has re- 
fused to comply with the orders of 
the United Nations, as Britain and 
France loyally complied in the Suez, 
and he says that this defiance cannot 
be tolerated. For in his opinion, the 
whole future of the United Nations 
may well depend on its authority in 
this crisis. 

More important, perhaps, than his 
attitude toward Israel the Presi- 
dent’s attitude toward the United 
Nations. By many recent acts: and 
finally.by.his latest speech, the. Presi- 
dent, has based American foreign 
policy fully on the United Nations 
because he regards it, for all its dis- 
abilities, as the world’s best hope for 
peace. 

Therefore, he refuses to give 
Israel any direct guarantees from the 
United States, beyond the promise to 
work for justice in the United 
Nations.

Naturally, Israel regards that 


promise as inadequate, it demands | 


some assurances from Egypt but has 
received none. Opposition parties in 
Israel today are even more adamant 
against withdrawal than Prime Min- 
ister Ben Gurion. If .Israel is com- 
pelled to withdraw with no protection 


beyond the mandate of the United | 


Nations, the question is ‘whether 


. Egypt will take advantage of the re- | 


treat to discriminate against Israel 
in the Suez Canal and the Gulf of 
Aqaba. 

On this point Mr. Eisenhower 
gives Egypt a polite but sharp warn- 
ing. He reminds Mr. Nasser that 
Egypt already has agreed to six prin- 


ciples governing the operation of the | 


Canal, one of which-says. there must 
be no. discrimination as. bétween the 
ships of the various nations and that 
the canal must be free of Egyptian 
politics. 

It seems clear that the United 
States, having rebuked Israel, is pre- 
pared to discipline Egypt if neces- 
sary but only through the United 
Nations. That is the sticking point 


with Israel. In short, can it rely on | 
the United Nations where the Afri- | 
can-Asian bloc has managed to grasp | 


an unofficial but effective veto? 

The answer to that question, as 
intimated by Mr. Eisenhower, is that 
if the United Nations cannot enforce 
justice on Egypt then it may lose its 
power everywhere and collapse as an 
instrument of peace 

It is being said far too glibly these 
days that the United Nations in fact 
has no power, is riddled with national 
politics and is only a debating society. 
Yet Russia has not dared to defy the 
United Nations outside its own un- 
questioned zone of power (including 
Hungary) and only a few weeks ago 
Britain and France abandoned a mili- 
tary adventure because the United 
Nations ordered them out of Egypt. 

The fact, of course, is that the 
United Nations can never have any 
more power than its member nations 
are prepared to give it. But recently, 
as never before, the United States 
has invested its power in the United 
Nations. :'To-defy the United. Nations 
is to defy not a debating society in 
New York but the world’s most 
powerful nation and its allies 

For this reason it is to be hoped 
that the secret diplomacy now at 
work behind Mr. Eisenhower's latest 
warning will persuade Israel to ac- 


cept some kind of compromise-short |

In the earlier phases of the. pro- 
gram Victoria city did very well. 

Of the $5,489,862 required for 
Greater Victoria schools in the first 
phase, $2,842,941, or 51.79 per cent, 
was used for new buildings in the 
city itself. 

In the second step Victoria re- 
quired and received $1,226,562, or 
39.86 per cent of 
voted by the taxpayers af the school 
district. 

Hence, in the earlier stages, the 
city received the lion’s share of 
monies- approved for new buildings. 


the $3,077,281 . 


No question was raised over this 
allocation of funds for the simple 
reason that schools were being put 
up where the need was greatest—big 
schools such as S. J. Willis and Cen- 
tral Junior High as well as smaller 
buildings, including James Bay and 
major additions to Victoria High, F.

ary of Lord Robert Baden-

This was the most concrete and sfgnifi- 
cant proposal put forward by this re- 
markable man in an absorbingly interest- 
ing interview of two hours. Two other 
points stood out in Mr; Khrushchev’'s ex- 
tensive discussion of foreign relations in 
general and SoévietAmerican relations in 
particular. 


On the one hand, the Soviet leader- 
ship is anxious for the resumption of 
what -Mr. Khrushchev called “normal 
diplomatic relations ag distinguished from 
the only formally normal relations we 
now enjoy.” 

This normalization,_in Mr. Khrush- 
chev's definition, would include both in- 
ter-governmental “meetings; at the sum- 
mit and the widest possible extension of 
trade and cultural relations between the 
two halves of the world.

On the other hand, the suggestion that 
the Soviet Union might pull out its gar- 
risons in Central Europe in exchange for 
American adoption of a policy of strictly 
continental defence constituted Mr. 
Khrushchev's only offer of a Soviet con- 
cession on any of the many issues that 
now divide the world. 

In the currently vital case of the 
Middle East, he even indicated active So- 
viet support for the Middle Eastern oil 
resourees which produce the real life 
blood of the second and third Western 
partners, Britain and France. 

“The peoples of the Middle East must 
be permitted to’ develop as they choose, 
and must make their own use of the 
natural wealth of their countries,” he

“At the same time, -we realize 
that Britain and France need Middle 
Eastern oil. But we think the oil should 
be obtained by normal commercial tran- 
sactions.” 

Mr. Khrushchev received me in the 
First Secretary's big office in the rather 
forbidding stone building that houses 
some of the Communist party secretariat. 
Except for its size, the room was unre- 
markable, having no distinctive decora- 
tion 

At first glance, the man himself also 
seems unremarkable. But in conversa- 
tion one soon notices that the rather 
plain face expresses a much deeper and 
more penetrating intelligence than ap- 
pears in the stock photographs of Mr. 
Khrushchev being jolly. 

He spoke authoritatively and. listened 
attentively, but during the translations 
into English he would fiddle with an 
ornate paper cutter or an ear of hybrid 
corn enclosed in plastic; as though he 
were impatient to get on to the next 
topic. 

Mr. Khrushchev set the theme for the 
discussion of foreign relations with his 
opening statement that we “all live on 
one planet and must find the way to live 
together in conditions of peaceful co- 
existence." -

Come to Stay 


The first step, he asserted, was for 
the Western leaders to reconcile them- 
selves to the existence of the Socialist 
countries—“to accept this, as a believer 
would say, as something given by God.” 
After wet. he added, should come the 
“normalization” of diplomatic and other 
relations. 

As examples of recent “abnormalities” 
he cited the State Department's interfer- 
ence with a training contract made by the 
Soviet Department of Agriculture with a 
Mid-Western hybrid corn producing com- 
pany, and also the State Department's 
refusal of transit visas requested by the 
Russian Olympic athletes returning from 
Australia. 

“These incidents,” he said, “were, of 
course, mere pinpricks, but they were 
pinpricks given on purpose to prevent a 
serious approach to the more important 
problems standing .between the two 
countries.” 

“Contacts on the highest level would 
be the most helpful,” he added. “I want 
to express myself -rather carefully, in 
order not to mislead American public 
opinion into thinking the Soviet Union is 
over-eager for such contacts. Yet we do 
believe they would be useful, indeed es- 
sential if we want to build up normal 
relationships. One cannot hope to trans- 
mit one’s thoughts by magic. One can- 
not hope to impress one’s ideas on the 
leaders of another country by remote 
control,”

As to the purpose of such meetings at 
the highest level, Mr. Khrushchev gave 
the familiar Soviet list of aims: “Achiev- 
ing the condition of peaceful co-existence, 
relieving the peoples of the world of un 
productive military expenditure, which 
also holds the danger of a third world 
war, with al] its untold suffering, and 
opening all kinds of trade and cultural 
contacts.” 

In connection with his remarks about 
military expenditures, Mr. Khrushchev 
was asked why the Soviet leaders con 
tinuously attacked the United States for 
its “policy of strength,” when the So 
viet Union was itself making such an 
impressive defence effort. 

“The policy the United States is pursu- 
ing is one of aggression, not of defence,” 
he replied. “Every country has, of 
course, the right to build up armed 
forces sufficient to defend, its indepen 
dence’ in case of ‘attack It “is” quite 
another thing when a-wide-net-of military 
bases is being developed, far from the 
United States and close to the Soviet 
frontiers. 

“What would you and what would 
American public opinion think, if the 
Soviet Union were to succeed in establish 
ing bases im Mexico or Canada? I should 
think many of your people would lose 
sleep. 

“But we have strong nerves, and we 
calmly go about our business, although 
because of your policy we are compelled 
to make a great-armament effort and to 
warn our people of the danger of war. 
We believe in fact that the United States 
is carrying on the material and psycholo- 
gical preparations for a third world war. 


Wartare Changed 


“Perhaps the purpose merely is to 
start a European war and to have the 
peoples of Europe fight each other— 
something that happened for a period 
last time, a period when the United States 
made a lot of money. 

“But the means of warfare have 
changed. No corner of the globe can 
be immune, and if the United States has 
developed advanced weapons, we also. he- 
lieve we are not behind in this respect.” 

It was at this point that Mr. Khrush- 
chevy mentioned “withdrawal of troops 
from Europe” along with limitation of 
armaments as two essential steps towards 
a more dependable peace. On being asked 
to develop this theme, he made the 
proposal cited at the- opening of this 
report. 

He continued, interestingly that the 
high-level negotiations needed for such 
an agreement would be “unfruitful if 
each side comes to the meeting with its 
own arguments and goes on repeating 
them, as we did at Geneva. It will be 
unfruitful.”

Finally, Mr. Khrushchey was asked 
the meaning of the seemingly sudden re- 
placement of former Foreign Minister 
Dmitri T. Shepilov by Foreign Minister : 
Andrei A. Gromyko. 

He answered that the change was 
made only “in order to make the best | 
use of the personne! available; our policy | 
had already been set forth in the report 
to the Supreme Soviet by comrade Shepl- | 
lov, and no change of policy is implied.” | 

Anyway, Mr. Khrushchev added, So- | 
viet foreign policy was made collectively * 
by the Presidium, and the Foreign Min- 
ister’s task was “only to execute the 
policy already made.” 

Then, suddenly giving vent, to a 
pleased chuckle, he concluded: “Even our 
glum ‘comrade Gromyko can also smile 
very nicely if his partners in negotiation 
are. smiling, too.” 

Se ended this discussion of foreign af- 
fairs, It left an impression of a strong, 
clear, practical] intellect, studying foreign 
relations with considerable astuteness, 
seeing particularily the important oppor- 
tunities that this troubled world offers 
to the Kremlin's policy-makers, but view- 
ing the whole, always and th all places, | 
with the strong refraction of Soviet 
spectacles.

The name “Grosvenor” comes 
from the Fench, “Le gros 
venor,” which meam “the great 
hunter.” 

Sir Ouvrey apologized a bit for 
the Duke of Westminster (whose 
family money built the great 
Fraser River enterprise) as a 
Johhny-come-lately 

He didn’t build his first castle 
until 1574, on a little old plot of 
11,000 acres. 

Six hundred acres of the Duke's 
property became Grosvenor 
Square in London—where, as all 
you ex-servicemen will recall— 
the United States has an em- 
bassy and there’s a statue to 
FDR. 

This was a dowry, Sir Ouvrey 
explained, when one of the dukes 
took a 13-year-old girl to wife 

Another piece of throw-away 
real estate turned out to be the 
plush Ourzon Street in London. 
It was leased for &% a year for 
999 years. 

When Grosvenors linked up with 


John Lang it became a merger of 
estates management and con- 
struction know-how. Among the 
jobs undertaken by the latter 
company: the “Mulberry” har 
bor used during the war; the 
Queen's atomic power station, 
and the Coventry Cathedral. 


Somebody booby-trapped the 
distinguished general Thursday. 

He was told to speak for 4 
minutes, and they put him on at 
1 o'clock sharp.

dent Eisenhower has thrown 
the whole moral power of the United 
States -against Israel’s continued oc- 
cupation of any Egyptian territory. 

This pressure from the world’s 

most powerful state—backed by 
many other states throughout the 
world—will be difficult if not impos- 
sible for Israel to resist. 
"But the immediate effect of the 
President’s policy is to split the West- 
ern Alliance, since nations like Bri- 
tain, France and Canada are not 
prepared to coerce Israel, at Jeast un- 
til it is given real guarantees of its 
safety, which it deserves. Thus while 
the Arab world and its friends in 
Asia and Africa are preparing to de- 
mand sanctions against Israel, pre- 
sumably with American support, a 
new world crisis of first magnitude 
is rapidly blowing up. 

If it defies the mandate of the 
United Nations Israel may be con- 
fronted with sanctions, even though 
such states as Canada would oppose 
them. Even if the economic sanctions 
did not work completely, as Canada 
expects, Israel's political isolation 
would soon become intolerable. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s speech’ this 
week represents not merely a moral 
lecture but a grave decision of Ameri- 
can foreign policy. 

The President expresses sym- 
pathy for Israel’s dilemma, he notes 
the provocation which led to its at- 
tack on Egypt, he refuses to place 
Israel in the same category as Russia 
as an aggressor. 

Nevertheless, he says Israel was 
guilty of aggression, that it has re- 
fused to comply with the orders of 
the United Nations, as Britain and 
France loyally complied in the Suez, 
and he says that this defiance cannot 
be tolerated. For in his opinion the 
whole future of the United Nations 
may well depend on its authority in 
this crisis. 

More important, perhaps, than his 
attitude toward Israel is the Presi- 
dent’s attitude toward the United 
Nations. By many recent acts and 
finally by his latest speech, the Presi- 
dent has;,"based American foreign 
policy fully on the United Nations 
because he regards it, for all its dis- 
abilities, as the world’s best hope for 
peace. 

Therefore, he refuses to give 
Israel any direct guarantees from the 
United States, beyond the promise to 
work for justice in the United 
Nations. 


at Stake 


Naturally, Israel regards that | 


promise as inadequate, it demands 
some assurances from Egypt but has 
received none. Opposition parties in 
Israel today are even more adamant 
against withdrawal than Prime Min- 
ister Ben Gurion. If Israel is com- 
pelled to withdraw with no protection 


beyond the mandate of the United | 


Nations, the question is whether 
Egypt will take advantage of the re-

in the Suez Canal and the Gulf of 
Aqaba. 

On this point Mr. Eisenhower 
gives Egypt a polite but sharp warn- 
ing. He reminds Mr. Nasser that 
Egypt already has agreed to six prin- 
ciples governing the operation of the 
Canal, one of which says there must 
be no discrimination as between the 
ships of the various nations and that 
the canal must be free of Egyptian 
politics. 

It seems clear that the United 
States, having rebuked Israel, is pre- 
pared to discipline Egypt if neces- 
sary but only through the United 
Nations. That is the sticking point 
with Israel. In short, can it rely on 
the United Nations where the Afri- 
can-Asian bloc has managed to grasp 
an unofficial but effective veto? 


The answer to that question, as | 
intimated by Mr. Eisenhower, is that | 


if the United Nations cannot enforce 
justice on Egypt then it may lose its 
power everywhere and collapse as an 
instrument of peace. 

It is being said far too glibly these 
days that the United Nations in fact 
has no power, is riddled with national 
politics and is only a debating society. 
Yet Russia has not dared to defy the 
United Nations outside its own un- 
questioned zone of power (including 
Hungary) and only a few weeks ago 
Britain and France abandoned a mili- 
tary,adventure because the United 
Nations ordered them out of Egypt. 

The fact, of course, is that the 
United Nations can never have any 
more power than its member nations 
are prepared to give it. But recently, 
as never before, the United States 


-has invested its power in the United 


Nations. To defy the United Nations 
is to defy not a debating society in 
New York but the world’s most 
powerful nation and its allies. 

For this reason it is to be hoped 
that the secret diplomacy now at 
work behind Mr. Eisenhower's latest 
warning will persuade Israel to ac- 
cept some kind of compromise short

Mr. Edgelow’s Blind Eye 


LD. GEOFFREY EDGELOW 

has peeked through a crack in 
the fence to look at the school situa- 
tion. A crack in the fence provides 
a very limitéd view. But from it Ald. 
‘Edgelow has reached conclusions 
which disturb him. 


He says that Victoria is being 
asked, in the school building referen- 
dum, to finance more than 50 per 
cent of the municipal half-share of 
the $4,470,000 total for ‘needed 
schools in Greater Victoria. 

The city, he says, will receive 
only 11.81 per cent of the value in 
buildings constructed from this sum. 

As far as his vision permits him 
to see, Ald Edgelow is reporting 
facts. But he is looking through a 
very_narrow crack. 

The forthcoming referendum is 
only part of the Greater Victoria 
school building program which began 
in 1947 and will probably continue 
long after Ald. Edgelow has left the 
council. 

In the earlier phases of the pro- 
gram Victoria city did very well. 

Of the $5,489,862 required for 
Greater Victoria schools in the first 
phase, $2,842,941, or 51.79 per cent, 
was used for new buildings in the 
city itself. 

In the second step Victoria re- 
quired and received $1,226,562, or 
39.86 per cent of the $3,077,281 
voted by the taxpayers of the school 
district. 

Hence, in the earlier stages, the 
city received the lion’s share of 
monies approved for new buildings. 


No question was raised over this 
allocation of funds for the simple 
reason that schools were being put 
up where the need was greatest—big 
schools such as S. J. Willis and Cen- 
tral Junior High as well as smaller 
buildings, including James Bay and 
major additions to Victoria High, F. 
T. Fairey Tech, George Jay, Oak- 
lands and Margaret Jenkins 

Mr. Edgelow’s restricted vision 
apparently prevents him from seeing 
the over-all picture—which takes in 
the school needs of the entire com- 
munity—a community known 
School District No. 61. 

The Greater Victoria School 
Board is the most=significant joint 
operation in this area. It is able to 
function efficiently because it has 
been relieved of parochial interest to 
an impressive degree.

Under its policies the interests of | 


Greater Victoria’s children are 
served regardless of municipal bound- 
aries. Some from.the adjeining..mu- 
nicipalities attend classes within the 
city itself. Some from city homes 
go to schools across 
boundaries. . 

" If Mr. Edgelow has studied the 
figures which the board has pre- 
sented to him, he must know that to 
date the city proper has received a 
greater share of funds than has any 
other municipality.

A REPORT FROM INSIDE THE KREMLIN 
Mr. K. Wants Western Relations Closer and Armies Farther 


NV OSCOW: Nikita S. Khruschev in ef- 
fect proposes that the United States 
adopt a “Fortress America” policy as 


the main item in a program for relaxing ' 


world tensions. “Soviet troops,” he told 
me, “would be with- 

drawn to the national 

territory of the Soviet 

Union from all the 
| countries in . Europe 

where they are now 

stationed in accordance 

with existing treaties 
and-agreements, Mean- 

while, Western Euro- 

pean countries would 

also withdraw their 

troops stationed in the Alsop 
territories of other Western European 
countries, The United States would also 
withdraw its troops~to American terrt 
tory from Europe and Asia, and along 
with that would go the liquidation of all 
foreign military bases.” 

This was the most concrete and signift- 

cant proposal put forward by this re 
| markable man in an absorhingly interest- 
| ing interview of two hours. Two other 
| points stood out in Mr, Khrushchev’s ex- 
tensive discussion of foreign relations in 
| general and Soviet-American relations in 
particular. j 

On the one hand, the Soviet -leader- 
ship is anxious for the resumption of 
what Mr. Khrushchev called “normal 
| diplomatic relations as distinguished from 
the only formally normal] relations we 
now enjoy.” 

This normalization, in Mr. Khrush- 
chev's definition, would include both in- 
ter-governmental meetings at the sum- 
mit and the widest possible extension. of 
trade and cultural relations between the 
| two halves of the world, 


Also Great 


“We particularly want to normalize 
our relations with the United Statés,” 
he said at one point, “because your 
country is a-true great power, and we 
think our country also fits that category.” 

On the other hand, the suggestion that 
the Soviet Union might pull out its gar- 
risons in Central Europe in exchange for 
American adoption of a policy of strictly 

ntinental defence constituted Mr, 

hrushchev's only offer of a Soviet con- 
| cession on any of the many issues‘ that 
now divide the world. 

In. the currently vital case of the 
Middle East, he even indicated active So- 
viet support for the Middle Eastern oil 
| resources which produce the real. life 
blood of the second and third Western 
partners, Britain and France. 
| “The peoples of the Middle East must 

be permitted to develop as they choose, 
| and must make their own use of the 
| natural wealth of their countries,” he 


said. “At the same time, we realize 
that Britain and France need Middle 
Eastern oil. But we think the oi] should 
be obtained by normal commercial tran- 
sagtions.” 

Mr. Khrushchev received me in the 
First Secretary's big office in the rather 
forbidding stone building that houses 
some of the Communist party secretariat. 
Except for its size, the room was unre- 
markable, having no distinctive decora- 
tion, 

At first glance, the man himself also 
seems unremarkable. But in conversa- 
tion one soon notices that the rather 
plain face expresses @ much deeper and 
more penetrating intelligence than ap- 
pears in the stock photographs of Mr. 
Khrushchev being jolly. / 

He spoke authoritatively and listened 
attentively, but during the translations 
into English he would fiddle with an 
ornate paper cutter or an ear of hybrid 
corn enclosed in plastic, as though he 
were impatient to get on to the next 
topic. 

Mr. Khrushchev set the theme for the 
discussion of foreign relations with his 
opening statement that we “all live on 
one planet.and. must find the way to live 
together in conditions of peaceful co- 
existence.” 


Come to Stay 


The first step, he asserted, was for 
the Western leaders to reconcile them- 
selves to the existence of the Socialist 
countries—“to accept this, as a believer 
would say, as something given by God.” 
After that, he added, should come the 
“normalization” of diplomatic and other 
relations. 

As examples of recent “abnormalities” 
he cited the State Department’s interfer- 
ence with a training contract made by the 
Soviet Department of Agriculture with a 
Mid-Western hybrid corn producing com- 
pany, and also.the State Department's 
refusal of transit visas requested by the 
Russian Olympic athletes returning from 
Australia. 

“These incidents,” he said, “were, of 
course, mere pinpricks, but they were 
pinpricks given on purpose to prevent a 
serious ‘approach to the more important 
problems standing between the two 
countries.” 

“Contacts on ‘the highest level would 
be the most helpful,” he added. “I want 
to express myself rather carefully, in 
order not to mislead American public 
opinion into thinking the Soviet Union is 
over-eager for such contacts. Yet we do 
believe they would be useful, indeed es- 
sential if we want to build up normal 
relationships. One cannot hope to trans- 
mit one’s thoughts by magic. One can- 
not hope to impress one’s ideas on the 
leaders of another country by remote 
control.” ,

As to the purpose of such meetings at 
the highest level, Mr. Khrushchev gave 
the familiar Soviet list of aims: “Achiev- 
ing the condition of peaceful co-existence, 
relieving the peoples of the world of un- 
productive military expenditure, which 
also holds the danger of a third world 
war, with all its untold suffering, and 
opening all kinds of trade and cultural 
contacts.” 

In connection with his remarks about 
military expenditures, Mr. Khrushchev 
was asked why the Soviet leaders con- 
tinuously attacked the United States for 
its “policy of strength,” when the So- 
viet Union was itself making such an 
impressive defence effort. 

“The policy the United States is pursu- 
ing is one of aggression, not of defence,” 
he replied. “Every country has, of 
cougse, the right to build up armed 
forces sufficient to defend its indepen 
dence in case of attack. It is quite 
another thing when a wide net of military 
bases is being developed, far from the 
United States and close to the Soviet 
frontiers, 

“What would you and'what would 
American public opinion think, if the 
Soviet Union were to succeed in establish- 
Ing bases in Mexico or Canada? I should 
think many of your people would lose 
sleep. 

“But we have strong nerves, and we 
calmly go about our business, although 
because of your policy we are compelled 
to make a great armament effort and to 
warn our people of the danger of war. 
We believe in fact that the United Statés 
is carrying on the material and psycholo- 
gical preparations for a third world war. 


Warfare Changed 


“Perhaps the purpose merely is to 
start a European war and to have the 
peoples of Europe fight each other— 
something that happened for a period 
last time, a period when the United States 
made a lot of money. 

“But the means of warfare have 
changed. No corner of the globe can 
be immune, and if the United States has 
developed advanced weapons, we also be- 
lieve we are not behind ir. this respect.” 

It was at this point that Mr. Khrush- 
chev mentioned “withdrawal of troops 
from Europe” along with limitation of 
armaments as two essential steps towards 
a more dependable peace. On being asked 
to develop this theme, he mae the 
proposal cited at the opening of this 
report. 

He continued, interestingly that the 
high-level negotiations needed for such 
an agreement would be “unfruitful if 
each side comes to the meeting with its 
own agguments and goes on repeating 
them, as we did at Geneva. It will be 
unfruitful.”

For these reasons, he declared, an 
agreement among the great powers was 
needed that would serve the twin pur- 
poses already noted, of a guarantee of 
free selfdevelopment for, the Middle 
Eastern people, phis a guarantee that 
they could do what they chose with their 
oil resources. ° 

Mr.’ Khrushchev further denied that 
there was any contradiction between sug- 
gesting inter-governmental negotiations 
on the Middle East one day, ahd then 
indicting the Middle Eastern policy of 
the United States in the United Nations 
the next day. 


Question Raised 


“We wanted to call things by their 
proper names,” he said. ‘ 

With an obvious reference to the 
Eisenhower doctrine, he went on, “The 
United States has repeatedly infringed on 
this country’s frontiers and interfered in 
the affairs of other countries, and, there- 
fore, we thought the question should be 
raised.” 

Finally, Mr. Khrushchev was asked 
the meaning of the seemingly sudden re- 
placement of former Foreign Minister 
Dmitri T. Shepilov by Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko. 

He answered that the change was 
made only “in order to make the best 
use of the personnel available; our policy 
had already been set forth in the report 
to the Supreme Soviet by comrade 
lev, and no change of policy is implied.” 

Anyway, Mr. Khrushchev added, So- 
viet foreign policy was made collectively 
by the Presidium, and the Foreign Min- 
ister’s ' task was “only to execute the 
poli¢y already made.” 

Then, suddenly giving vent to a 
pleased chuckle, he coricluded: “Even our 
glum comrade Gromyko can also smile 
very nicely if his partners in ‘negotiation 
are smiling, too.” : 

So ended this discussion of foreign af- 
fairs. It left an impression of a strong, 
clear, practica) intellect, studying foreign 
relations with considerable astuteness, 
seeing particularly the important oppor- 
tunities that this troubled world offers 
to the Kremlin's pojicy-makers, but view- 
ing the whole, always and in all places, 
with the strong refraction ef Soviet 
spectacles.
